Many Coolies are Crossing the Border 


Into Arizona. 


DROWSED IS THE FEATHER RIYER 


Suicid e o f a Soldier a t V ancouver— 
H e Thought th e W orld W as 
A gainst H im .

COO LIES IN A RIZON A. 


H ow th e H e ath e n C hinee E v ad es U ncle 
Sam ’s Officials. 
P hcenix, May 13th.—The unexpected 
activity shown by Mr. Barry, the new Col­ 
lector at San Diego, has caused the tide of 
illicit Chinese immigration to turn toward 
the Arizona line, by way of Gnaymas. 
The Arizona frontier is more than 300 
miles loRg, and is, of course, only imper­ 
fectly patroled by mounted guards. 
It is an easy matter tor the wily Chinese 
to reach the line of the Southern Pacific 
road and thence to the favored points in 
California. Only a few days ago eighty- 
seven Chinese were landed at Gnaymas by 
the Mexican steamer Alpjandro, having 
been brought from Mazatlan, where they 
were dumped by the Pacific Mail. 
It is said that this cargo came by San 
Francisco, having had passage on the 
Oceanic. Three days after their arrival at 
Guaymas thirty-four of this consignment 
again boarded the Alejandro on the latter’s 
return trip to San Diego, and were landed 
at Ensenada, Lower California, ostensibly 
for the Lower California Mining Company. 
The rest at once disappeared from Guay­ 
mas, and the fifty-three, it is believed, are 
now eDjoving themselves in the various 
Chinese colonies of the United States. 
The facts have been brought to the at­ 
tention of the authorities of the Trritory, 
and a closer watch will in future be kept 
on the coolies that may be landed at Guay­ 
mas. This Territory is peculiarly good 
ground for the Chinese to travel over. The 
Southern Pacific Company is employing 
large gangs of them as track-repairers, and 
there is less anti-Chinese feeling here than 
anywhere in the West. 
' In Phtenix, for instance, all the restau­ 
rants bat two are conducted by Chinese, 
and they even have the dining-room of one 
of the leading hotels on contract. In the 
public gambling-honses of the city the 
Chinese “buckets of the tiger” are nine to 
one to the white man, and the Mongolian 
and the Caucasian are apparently on terms 
of perfect equality. 
A county official stacking up “reds,” 
while ten or a dozen Chinse look on ad­ 
miringly, is a very common sight, and gen­ 
erally there doseñ’t appear to be any feel­ 
ing against the coolie. In such a country 
the Mongolian tonrist is not likely to be 
stopped and questioned, and once over the 
border is comparatively safe. 
Arizona having now been made a separate 
revenue district, and one of the keenest and 
most energetic of men having been ap­ 
pointed United States Marshal, a closer 
watch will be kept on the border, and in a 
short time it will be as dangerous to violate 
the Restriction act in Arizona as it now is 
in California. 


W ASHINGTON 
COURTS. 


H ow a D esp o n d en t S oldier D e lib erately 
K illed H tm self. 
Vancouver (Wash.), May 13th.—The 
trial jury called for the May term of the 
Superior Court was discharged at noon to­ 
day, having disposed of all the cases on the 
docket requiring a jury. The hearing of a 
motion for a new trial in the Gallagher 
mnrder case has been postponed until to­ 
morrow morning. 
The present session developed the fact 
that Court business in this county is rap­ 
idly increasing, having more than doubled 
within the last year. Court will probably 
adjourn by Thursday next. 
There is no clue whatever as to the 
causes that led to the committing of snicide 
by Private Giblin, of Company C, Four­ 
teenth Infantry, except it be that the man 
thooght everybody in the army was down 
on him. He was preparing for gnard 
mounting, when he deliberately took a 
shoestring shortly before the assembling, 
fastened it to the trigger of bis rifle, cocked 
the gun, and, sitting in a barrack chair, 
placed the muzzle of the gnn against his 
left breast, and discharged it by palling the 
trigger with the shoestring fastened to his 
right foot.

TH E KENTUCKY DERBY. 
L ou isv ille, May 13th.—As the great race 
for the Derby comes near at hand, the in ­ 
terest evinced in it is evident on every 
hand, and although the prospects seem to 
indicate that it will be decided on a heavy 
track, this does not lessen its importance 
one iota to the almost numberless racing 
class that have gathered, and are hourly 
arriving in the city. 
At the track everything is a scene of 
bustle and activity. At this writing up­ 
wards of 400 horses are quartered here, and 
at least 75 more will arrive from Lexing­ 
ton to-night or in the morniDg. 
At the board to-night only six horses are 
bulletined as starting in the Derby, making 
it the smallest field, save in 1880, that has 
ever gone to the post ia this classic race. 
What is lacking in number is made np in 
quality, and the field as a whole is a fairly 
good one, sufficient to insure a great con­ 
test and a determined finish, which should 
be to the last moment in doubt. 
Riley and Robespierre will divide the 
favoritism when the track odds are put up 
to-morrow, but no horse in the race, will 
be more heavily backed than Bill Letch­ 
er's, whose followers fail to figure how he 
can lose. On paper he seems to have a 
great chance, his recent work having been 
more satisfactory than any colt as a starter, 
not even excepting Riley and Robespierre. 
Prince Fonzo has also been going like 
great guns, but outside of his stables few 
believe he will be able to stick out the 
Derby coarse. As to Palisade and Out­

Trainer James Mnrphy, who was thought 
to have been fatally injured by a fall last 
Saturday, is pronounced now out of danger 
by his physician.

EN D O W IN G COLLEGES. 


T he M eth o d ist C h u rch A sks for Two 
M illions. 
N ew Y o rk, May 13th —The Board of 
Bishops of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
closed its session to-day. Assignments to 
the fall conference were made and Bishop 
P. Newman was appointed to visit Japan 
and hold a conference there in July. Re­ 
garding the proposed establishment of a 
national university in Washington, resolu­ 
tions were adopted commending the pro­ 
ject. The resolutions add: “It is our judg­ 
ment that an endowment of at least two 
millions of dollars and suitable buildings 
in addition should be procured before the 
proposed university should be put in oper­ 
ation. 
In view of the local demand in all 
parts of the country for emergent needs of 
already existing institutions, we must look 
chiefly for a proper endowment for the 
proposed national university to our friends 
to whom God has entrnstrd large wealth, 
who may. by gifts of tens of thousands, or 
even a million dollars, forward this great 
and noble enterprise. To such we earnestly 
commend the proposed university and its 
object, praying God He may open their 
hearts to the 
magnificent 
opportunity 
which is offered to them of doing what 
their less favored brethren cannot do, of 
adding their names to the roll of those who 
have been able to do great things for their 
country and their race.” 


CRO P OUTLOOK, 


C ondition o f W in te r an d Spring-Sow n 
W h eat in th e W est. 
Chicago, May 13lh.—The Farmer's Re­ 
view in its next issne will say the reports 
from correspondents in thirteen States, 
covered by our crop bulletin, indicate that 
the general condition of winter wheat in 
this territory is 20 per cent, lower, and of 
spring wheat 10 per cent, lower than the 
nsnal average of the condition at this 
season. 
Wisconsin and 
Kansas reports show 
some improvement since April 30th in the 
condition of winter wheat. 
In Michigan and Ohio the condition of 
winter wheat has not changed since onr 
last report. 
Few of onr Missouri correspondents re­ 
port improvement in the condition of 
wheat, but the general average for the 
State indicates a marked decline since onr 
last report. 
Illinois, Indiana and Kentucky reports 
also show a decline, cansed probably by the 
cold weather and an excess of moisture. 
Reports from the spring wheat States 
contain many complaints of dronth, which 
has greatly retarded the germination and 
growth of grain sown this spring.

THE NEW JUVENILE INSTITUTION. 
The San Francisco Alta couies to the 
front in a sensible and vigorous article 
against maintaining the new Amador State 
institution for youths as a reform school. 
It well says that we need to train children, 
not to reform them. It enters several pro­ 
tests that are well taken, but unfortunately 
the AUa is too late. Why did it not step 
in and aid the R ecord-Union when it, 
single-handed and alone, was battling for 
home-finding and a training rather than a 
reform or industrial school ? This paper, 
we do not speak of it boastingly, alone of 
all the press of the State protested against 
the whole scheme of the Preston School- 
AY e held that the Massachusetts system, 
which is practically followed by the Boys’ 
and Girls’ Aid Society of San Francisco, is 
tiie ouly correct one—that is to say, it is 
opposed to the institutional idea wholly. 
Its aim is to secure for deserted children, 
and those manifesting a wayward spirit, or 
who have been guilty of slight offenses, 
homes and employment far distant from 
their old associates. These children should 
not be cooped up in an institution one mo­ 
ment longer than is necessary to ascertain 
wbat is the best thing to be done with 
them. They become wards of the State, 
but they should not lie known as having 
any relation to a reform or State institu­ 
tion. They should be branded by no uni­ 
form, and not raised up as reformed youths. 
The new iustitutiou is to be under the 
direction of the State Board of Prison 
Directors, and however faithfully those 
well-intentioned and humane gentlemen 
may serve, and however they may endeavor 
to lift the school, the simple fact that the 
State Prison administration is the school 
administration will brand the new institu' 
tion with an ineffaceable stigma of shame. 
The -4ita says of the institution; 
It is to turn the young aside from the path 
which leads to the State PrisoD. Its method 
should leave no staiu upon those with whom it 
deals. It should not be In any sense a jail, and 
should have none of the prison air and tone 
about it at all. Therefore let it not have the 
State Prison Board to mauage it. * * * Can’t 
society see that the beginmng of evil in a boy 
Is in his not being i<ennilted to satisfy his am­ 
bition lo be like a man, except In the wrong di­ 
rection 
Therefore let us not try to reform 
him Let us train him. It is we woo need re­ 
tome If we did not parade our vices before 
him, and if we let him imitate us in our manly 
activities and not iu our follies, we would need 
less to consider his reformation. What the boy 
needs is right traiuing. Let him have contact j 
wlih maul occupations and imitate them ac­ 
cording to his years and strength. So let us call 
this a school and legi«late“reforra"outof its title. 
Next, as to its buildings. If there is to be tbe 
usual .arge dormitory, to mass hundreds under 
one roof, like prisoners in a cell-room of a pri­ 
son, let us hope that some hoy will burn it 
down. The buildings should be cottages, 
grouped around a plaza, with a school house 
handy, and a general dining-room. In these 
cottages the boys should be housed, by divid­ 
ing them in families, and over earn'fam ily 
should be put a good woman, of mature age 
and motherly heart. This brings home influ­ 
ence in play at once. Then keep these boys 
clean, keep them busy, keep them in at night, 
keep them at school at proper times, and let 
them have the care of horses aud cattle, pigs 
and chickens. 
But the better plan is to have even the 
cottages serve as temporary homes only; 
receivers so to s{>eik. IVliat should be 
done would I* the employment of State 
agents, who would hunt out good homes 
for the boys, where they could be taught 
useful occupations and have the paternal 
watchfulness of good men. The State 
should not lose sight oi lier wards, but by 
her agent corresjiond with them, look after 
their interests, and do all that cau be done 
to build up these youths into good self- 
respecting aud respected citizens. It is 
upon that plane that Massachusetts moves 
in her care of wayward children, and she 
has not failed in three j*r cent, of her 
cases. We have one Industrial School in 
this State now under State control, and its 
record is a hissing and its name a byword 
in the mouths of men. If the law is broad 
enough to permit the Board ot Control to 
relieve the new school from the institu­ 
tional character as far as possibly can be 
done, then there may be some hojic for the 
experiment. 
The R mcordU nion will 
throw no obstacles in the way of the effort 
to make an effective experiment, but it will 
watch it with interest, and in the belief 
that the true system has not been founded. 
If its fears are proved groundless, none will 
rejoice more iu the success of the school. 


HELP THE ENUMERATORS. 
On the 1st day of June the Census 
Enumerators will liegin their work. They 
have but a very limited time in which to 
complete their tasks, and it is essential 
that they have the hearty co-operation of 
all ihe people in the work. They may be 
greatly embarrassed and delayed by ignor­ 
ance and false modesty, and the stubborn- 
n -ss of some people. It is a remarkable 
fact that there is a distressingly large num­ 
ber of people who at first resist the eflints 
of Enumerators to ascertain the facts the 
law demands; they appear to think that 
the taking of the census is in some way an 
interference with their personal liberty; 
that it is in the nature of an inquisition 
that should not be 


will be examined in 
outside of the clerks 
who foot the totals of the statistics. And 
if there was any likelihood of any prying 
inquiry there is little or nothing recorded 
that any one should be ashamed to have 
put on record, while disclosure of the record 
is made a crime. 
It is in the power of the people to 
greatly aid the Enumerators by prepara­ 
tion for their visits, so that when an offi­ 
cer calls he will find the responses to his 
questions on the tongue’s end of all whose 
duty it is to give them. It is the part of 
good citizenship, therefore, to look up 
family and household statistics, and make 
such notes as memory may not furnish off 
hand. The Enumerator will ask, and has 
the right to demand, and in case of resist­ 
ance to call in the aid of the law to com­ 
pel compliance with his requests, the 
Christian name of every member of the 
family; the initial name of each one; the 
occupation of the head of every family 
or household, and of all its members; 
whether the head of the house was a sol­ 
dier at any time in the service of the na­ 
tion, or a sailor, and in what branch of the 
army or navy the service was rendered; 
whether there is in the family the widow 
of any such person; the name and age at 
the nearest birthday of every person 
who lives in the house, whether it is a 
family residence or a boarding-house. On 
thispoint proprietors of boarding- houses and 
lodging-houses, can, by pre-arrangement 
with their guests, render efficient service 
to the Enumerator. The color of every 
person must be noted, whether white, 
black, mulatto, quadroon, octoroon, Chi­ 
nese, Indian, half-breed, etc.; also, the fact 
must be stated if any member of the house­ 
hold is absent from the State or city on a 
visit, or with intention to return, and how 
many, if any, related to the house are res­ 
idents of other States or parts ot this 
State. Response must be made to the 
questions as to whether any of the house­ 
hold are naturalized citizens; where each 
one was born; the place of birth of the 
father and the mother of each one; the 
months each one is employed in the year, 
based upon the experience of the past 
year; how many attend school, and for 
how many months in the year; how many, 
if any, cannot read, how many cannot 
write, and how many can neither read nor 
write. It must be stated if any member of 
the family is suffering from any chronic or 
acute disease; whether any in the house­ 
hold are deprived of any of the five senses, 
and whether any were born blind or deaf 
or dumb, and whether any are crippled or 
maimed. There are some other questions 
of similar character that the good of 
society require should be correctly an­ 
swered, and refusals to answer which are 
in the nature of offenses, punishable under 
the law. 
It will be seen that there are many of 
these questions that cannot be answered 
readily on being first projiounded; it is 
therefore important that the people pre­ 
pare themselves intelligently to respond to 
the inquiries of the Enumerators. The 
Government regards all responses as 
strictly confidential, and Enumerators will 
lie punished for disclosing them to any 
person, except officially in their reports. 
The data only is published, not the de­ 
tai ed facts, and hence the records in 
Washington are not open to the search of 
any except the census officials and the 
committees of Congress. Tiñere has never 
been an instance of these confidential re­ 
lations having been violated, and there is 
very little likelihood that it will be—at 
least not one in a hundred thousand 
Enumerators will prove treacherous, for 
the inducement for violation is small and 
the punishment is severe for such offenses- 
THE DEATH PENALTY. 
The Senate of New Y ork has refused to 
concur in the Assembly bill abolishing 
capital punishment. In this action it has 
done well. It is the opinion of the great 
majority of the J udges, and of all the offi­ 
cials of that State having charge of pris­ 
ons, that to repeal the capital punishment 
Act would not be hum ane; that the inter­ 
ests of society demand that the terror of 
deatli by execution be kept before the eyes 
of the lawless as a punishment for the 
crime of murder. W hile it is admitted 
that the purpose of the law in inflicting 
punishment for crime is not vengeful, and 
that the end sought is more restraint than 
expiation, we believe it is true that the 
death penalty is a greater deterrent than 
imprisonment for life. We believe that 
the abolition of the death penalty 
would result in the loss of many 
innocent lives that would otherwise lie 
spared by reason of the terror the instru­ 
ment of execution inspires. Life under 
any conditions whatever, and always with 
the hope of freedom, is more tolerable, in 
the estimation of the criminal, than death 
inflicted by the arm of the law. Life im­ 
prisonment lacks the essential element of 
certainty, because while the prisoner has 
life he will entertain hope of escape from 
the jienaltv. In cases of murder the 
enormity of the crime dies out as the years 
pass, and it is to the interest of but the few 
to watch the course of the prisoner’s friends, 
who are pretty certain, after a time, to 
enter upon movements to secure his par­ 
don. The conclusion reached by seven- 
tenths of those who have made this much- 
debated question a study is, that the inflic­ 
tion of tbe death penalty isthemost power­ 
ful deterrent known for the restraint of the 
murderously inclined. It is a reproach to 
our laws that the death )>enalty is not in­ 
flicted with greater celerity after convic­ 
tion. Let the condemnation to death be 
certain, but, above all, let the carrying out 
of the sentence lie more sjieedy, and we 
will find that the terror the gallows in­ 
spires will greatly inure to the good of 
society in holding back the assassin’shand. 
Now that the question of city aid being 
given to property-owuers in street im­ 
provement is to lie submitted to a vote of 
the people, let us hope that there will lie 
raised no carping objections to the propo­ 
sition to vote the order. It is as much to 
the interest of the resident of Sacramento 
who pays taxes but owns no real estate, 
that there shall lie good streets, as that 
the streets shall be lighted, sprinkled or 
cleaned, all of which are done at the gen­ 
eral cost of the public. To pay for street 
improvement to the extent of the cost of 
intersection paving is no more than the 
general public should do. The property- 
owner has to pay his due share of that 
cost in addition to the front foot assess­ 
ment for paving, and therefore the non­ 
owner of realty has no substantial reason 
for objecting to the city bearing that part 
of tbe cost indicated. In fact, if we had 
our way, the whole cost of public imp ove- 
ment and maintenance should be borne 
by general taxation. It is the equitable 
and just system. Some day society will 
into private affairs

INTERCHANGING VISITS. 
The Advantage of Seeing W hat O ar 
Neighbors Have Done. 
In a letter to the Chino Valley Cham­ 
pion, under date of April 29th, Wm. H. 
Mills, Vice-President of the State Board of 
Trade, says : 
I received in the mail this morning a 
copy of your paper, dated Friday, April 
25th, containing an editorial on the propo­ 
sition to secure some interchange of visits 
between the various portions of the State, 
with a view of disseminating a broader in­ 
telligence concerning its capacity, etc. 
Heretofore njany portions of the State 
have complained of a loss of capital and 
population to other portions. The objec­ 
tion of those who have a right to make 
this complaint is in a sense well taken. 
The climatic advantages of the State are 
about equally distributed. The soil is 
equally prolific in nearly all portions of 
the great and small valleys. In some lo­ 
calities a truer appreciation of the oppor­ 
tunities afforded by the diversified agri­ 
culture of the country arises, and just as 
soon as growth follows the inauguration of 
a better spirit of progress and enterprise, 
people from other portions of the State 
come in to reinforce the capital and aug­ 
ment the industrial capacity of the grow­ 
ing locality. They havejleft conditions in 
all respects analogous to those they are 
seeking, except perhaps the one element of 
having left a slow community for one 
wherein a better spirit of enterprise has 
possession of the public mind. 
The suggestion that localities where a 
primitive development was noticeable 
would do well to visit localities where the 
higher possibilities of California found 
illustrative example, has been met by 
some with the objection that their locali­ 
ties have already suffered enough from the 
drain made upon them by such cities as 
Los Angeles, Han Bernardino and San 
Diego. The answer to this is not far to 
seek. The way to arrest the emigration 
of the enterprising people of any locality 
is to satisfy that spirit of enterprise at 
home. To all men, the removal of iheir 
homes from one locality to another is a 
matter of very serious import. As a rule, 
such removals are due entirely to the 
belief that the objective point of their 
emigration is on the eve of growth and de­ 
velopment. 
For a full century the United States has 
grown rich almost solely through the in­ 
crease of population. Nothing has value 
in uninhabited countries, while everything 
acquires value iu proportion to the density 
of population. This must be true, because 
the soils, forests and mines have value as 
demands are made upon them in satisfac­ 
tion of the objects of human desire, and 
the larger the population the greater this 
demand. Our people have for many years 
been trained in the direction of acquiring 
wealth by acquiring a foothold in unde­ 
veloped portions of the country, acquiring 
property at undeveloped values, and grow­ 
ing rich through this development. 
A man moves from one portion of the 
State to another, leaving one community 
behind him, in the hope of placing limi- 
self before a tide of rapidly advancing 
values. He hears that a rapid growth has 
set up in some locality ; he therefore sells 
out a home and purchases in the locality, 
in hope of increment of value. Often tlie 
same condition starts up behind him. The 
physical conditions he left were precisely 
analogous to those he sought, ana the ex­ 
ample of the new locality sometimes be­ 
comes contagious in the old; and to his 
mortification the emigrant often finds that 
the property he sold took on an immedi­ 
ate enhancement after his leaving it and 
accrued into greater values than the prop­ 
el ty he purchased in his new home. This 
has been observed of States. Many men 
who left Illinois and Indiana for Kansas 
were unconsciously fleeing from an in­ 
crement of values which proved eventually 
to be much greater than those they sought 
and found. The people of Southern Cali­ 
fornia are justifying to the comprehension 
of the world the vast undeveloped re­ 
sources residing in the fertility of the soil 
under more favoring climatic conditions 
than are known in the old States of the 
Union. The State owes to them an un­ 
discharged and lasting debt of gratitude. 
The people of other sections of the State 
in large numbers joined in to swell the 
volume of emigration in the south, leav­ 
ing attractions equally seductive if they 
had only been rightly understood. 
1 beg leave to acknowledge my obliga­ 
tion to you for your very complimentary 
notice, pud for the intelligent assistance 
you are rendering to make our people ac­ 
quainted with these facts. It is indeed a 
curious study to observe the extent to 
which communities acquire and maintain 
certain industrial characteristics. A few 
examples of wealth suddenly acquired in 
stock raising, or mining or fruit-growing, 
are sufficient to set the currents of all 
community life drifting in that direction. 
A few examples of successful fruit-raising 
in a community will cover the landscape 
with orchards. It is for this reason far 
more than any other climatic difference 
that fruit-growing, stock-raising and wheat- 
raising are grouped over the surface of the 
Htate. I do not wish to be understood iu 
this as saying that mining might be prac­ 
ticed ilia wheat-growing section, or wheat- 
growing followed to advantage to the foot­ 
hills.

Hia Pardon Likely to be G ranted by the 
Governor To-Day. 
The Governor opened np his office last 
evening at the State Capitol to receive a 
delegation of San Franciscans who were 
coming up to plead for the pardon of ex­ 
Clerk McCarthy of tbe Supreme Court, who 
was convicted in San Francisco about 
three years ago of embezzlement of Slate 
money and sentenced to ten years’ impris­ 
onment. 8ince his conviction McCarthy 
has been confined in ihe County Jail in 
that city. 
The train which was to have brought up 
the delegation wa3 delayed at Sutsun, and, 
being informed that it would not arrive 
here before midnight, the Governor re­ 
solved to close up his office and hear the 
petitioners this morning at 9 o’clock. 
A R ecord-Union reporter talked with 
an attache of the office on the subject, and 
from the tenor of his remarks the under­ 
standing is that the Executive has resolved 
to grant the pardon to-day. The gentle­ 
man said he believed McCarthy liad been 
punished enough by two and a half years’ 
confinement in the County Jail.’

h e b o a rd o f tr u s te e s o f th e c ity 
ot Sacramento do ordain as follows 
Section 1 It is hereby determined by the 
Board of Trustees of the City of Sacramento that 
the public interest demauds the impiovement 
of the streets of the city of Sacramento, and

COMSTOCK INTKODUCES 
UNIQUE SYSTEM 
HIS

There was a special meeting last evening 
of the City Board of Trustees to receive 
and act upon the report of City Engineer 
Pierson, giving an estimate of the cost of a 
proper pum p to rid the southwestern part 
of the city of surplus drainage and sewage, 
the pum p now in use having been found 
unfit for the work and constantly requir­ 
ing repairs. 
W hen the members of the Board Lad 
taken their seats, Mayor Comstock was ob­ 
served to wear a serious expression. And 
his looks did not belie him , for he had no 
sooner seated him self than he informed 
Trustee W olf that he thought the latter 
owed him an explanation. 
Mr. W olf said that if he did he did not 
know it. 
The Mayor referred to som ething that 
had occurred at the preceding day’s m eet­ 
ing, and intim ated that the Third Trustee 
had in some respects exceeded the lim its of 
parliam entary decorum. 
That was hot the way the Mayor put it, 
but was apparently about w hat he meant. 
Mr. Wolf retorted tbat he felt capable of 
attending to his end of the m unicipal m a­ 
chinery, and that the best thing for the 
Mayor to do would be to attend to his ; 
that whenever the latter wished to meet 
him half-way in m atters of courtesy he 
(Wolf) would be there. 
The acrimonaous debate was brought to 
a sudden term inrtion by the arrival of 
reporters ou the scene, and the Mayor 
called the Board to order. 
ESTIMATES FOE DRAINAGE PUMPING. 
City Engineer Pierson then submitted 
his report on the drainage pum p, as fol­ 
lows : 
The capacity of the Y-street pump Is about 
120,000 gallous per hour. In the year 18SD the 
pump was operated 120 day6, on au average of 
12 hours per day, and cost 'the eitv about SI,800, 
or at the rate of ÍL 50 per hour. 
This year there will be 20 per cent, more sew­ 
erage to handle, and the pump will have to 
average 11 hours per day for 120 days in order 
to keei> the sewerage down. 
This, at the same 
rates, will cost 11,636 for the year. 
A liigh-lift pump will do the same amount of 
work in about seven hours per day, as it has a 
capacity of 270 gallons per hour, thereby saving 
for the city between $800 and $000 per year. 
The estimate of the cost of the plant will be 
about as follows: 
One 12-inch pump.............................................$1,200 
Eighty-eight feet of 18-inch pipe................. 
176 
Changing foundation...................................... 
200 


Total .....................................................$1,576 
It will take about 28 feet more of pipe to turn 
the water down at the end of the discharge, at 
a cost ot $60, making the real total $1 ,036. 
ANYTHING WILL ANSWER. 
Mayor Comstock said he had not changed 
his views in regard to the m atter. He 
still thought the old pum p could be made 
to answer the purpose, and that the city 
should not incur any more expense. 
In regard to the expense of running the 
pump. Clerk MeKee said the expense last 
year was about $1,700. 
Engineer i'ierson said there would be so 
m uch more sewage to handle this year 
that the expense would probably reach 
$2,000. 
He never liked the present pnmp. 
Mr. M cLaughlin said he didn’t want to 
take any chances of the pum p breaking 
down, and moved that the Board purchase 
a pum ping outfit, to cost not over $1,700 
complete. 
It was so ordered, Mr. Comstock voting 
no. 
HAD SIDEWALKS. 
Mr. W olf said he had been informed 
that a plank sidewalk had been laid along 
the Mesick property on Eighth street, be­ 
tween E and F, and that it was an unsafe 
one. 
H e also called the Board's attention to 
complaints that had reached him about 
sidewalks at Fifteenth and F, Nineteenth, 
between I and J, and othtrs. 
Engineer Pierson said that all the side­ 
walks on I street, from Second to Fifth, 
were in bad shape. 
Mr. Pierson, as Sidewalk Inspector, was 
notified to iook after the places mentioned. 
A DISGUSTED TRUSTEE. 
Mr. McLaughlin said he would like to 
have the Mayor explain why he was op­ 
posed to the purchase of a new pum p. 
The Mayor replied that it was because 
he did n o t think the city could stand the 
expanse. 
Mr. McLaughlin said he did not like this 
half-way style of doing business. H e did 
not want, because the m atter came within 
his departm ent, to have to bear more than 
his share of puolic criticism, in case every­ 
thing did uot work satisfactorily. 
“I don’t think it is right, Mr. M ayor,” 
said he, “ for you to sit there and vote 
against everything that costs the city a dol­ 
lar. The drainage and sewage must be got 
rid of, and we m ust have the necessary 
m achinery to handle it.” 


SOME MORE ECONOMY. 
Mayer Comstock said a proposition had 
been made to have the ordinance providing 
for the bond election published in both 
daily papers. H e thought it should have 
wide publicity, but didn't like the idea of 
haviug to pay lor it. 
‘W hy w o u ld n 't it do," lie a s k e l, “ to 
h a v e it p u b lish e d five tim es in th e R f.cobd- 
U nion, in stea d of ten ?” 
Trustees Woif and McLaughlin both said 
they thought that, in the m atter of so im ­ 
portant an election, the publication should 
be in both papers for the full time, and not 
restricted to one, like ordinary city adver­ 
tising. 
Mayor Comstock rem arked that by ad­ 
vertising the ordinance but fivf times $35 
could be saved. “ And $35 comes in pretty 
bandy sometimes,” he added, “ when yon 
are short of money." 
Trustee W olf had already made a motion 
to have the ordinance advertised as pro­ 
posed for ten days. 
“ W ell.” said the Mayor, “call the roll on 
Mr. W olf's m otion.'' " 
“No,” replied the latter. “I withdraw 
m y motion. Y ou're determined to vote 
against it.” 
AN AWKWARD SILENCE ENSUED. 
T he Mayor looked about uneasily, and 
w hen the silence had begun to get painful 
h e rem arked: 
“Is there are any further business before 
the Board 7” 
No response. 
"I guess we'd better adjourn. Does any­ 
body m ake a motion to adjourn? ’ 
Trustee McLaughlin was engaged in ex­ 
am ining some figures before him , Trustee 
W olf was gazing at the gas-jet. as if to see 
if tnere was any gas getting away, and no­ 
body spoke. 
Tne newspaper man who usually makes 
the motion for the Board to adjourn was 
present, and looked as if he wanted to say 
som ething, but for once he felt a restraint 
upon himsielf, and said nothing. 
Then the Mayor resorted to heroic m ea­ 
sures, and declaring the session adjourned, 
got up. took bis hat and left. It was evi­ 
dent that he was not in a very amiable 
mood.

AT THE ART GALLERY. 


New A rra n g em e n t In th e C abinet—T he 
School o f D esign—E tc. 
At the A rt Gallery there is considerable 
activity just now. 
The Ladies' Museum 
Association has just placed a new scholar 
in the School of Design, a lad whose first 
efforts have surprised the instructors, and 
evidence the discovery of a possible genius, 
Mrs. E B. Crocker has also placed a new 
scholar in the school perm anently for 
full course. 
The scholars of the school, who are 
w orking very hard, are now agitating a 
schem e to take the last weeks of the pres­ 
ent term for a trip to the m ountains to 
study nature in her own field. It is sup 
posed that for transportation and board at 
the Sum m it the entire cost per pupil will 
be $25 for the two weeks. 
But it is hoped 
to secure some reduction on this figure. 
The idea is to have the entire school go to 
the Sum m it and study m ountain scenery 
for full two weeks, and thus at one and the 
sam e tim e have a sum m er vacation and 
im prove it by delightful study. 
If there 
are any scholars, however, who cannot go 
because unequal to beariDg the expense, 
the assistant instructor will rem ain and 
devote him self to them , but the desire is 
that Instructor Jackson shall accompany 
the classes to the Sum m it. 
The hotel at 
that place has agreed to give the scholars 
special low rates. 
Mr. Jackson says that 
two weeks in the upper Sierras will be 
w orth three m onths in the clase-room to 
everv punil. There are a few scholars who 
are not able to meet the expense of the 
outing, and it is possible that some effort 
will be made to aid these, not in an indi­ 
vidual way, but by contribution to a gen- 
oral fund for the excursion and fortnight of 


study in the noblest of studios—that of 
nature. 
In the lecture-room of the A rt Gallery 
the Trustees of the State M ineral Cabinet 
have just had placed a new and handsome, 
though small, case in which are exposed 
some fine specimens, and am ong others a 
cast of the recent areolite of W ashington. 
This new cabinet was made from the re­ 
mains of one of the old ones that was nec­ 
essarily cut into two parts on removal from 
the Capitol. But it is a far handsom er case 
than the original one, and if all the cases 
could be reconstructed in like m anner the 
public could view the cabinet specimens to 
m uch greater advantage. 
Applications have 
been 
made 
from 
abroad for leave to copy pictures in the Art 
Gallery. Pending action by the Board of 
Joint Control, the executive of the Museum 
Association has refused the applications on 
the ground that to perm it copying now 
would cheapen the gallery, also that it is 
possible the gallery m ay be illustrated by 
photogravures before long, and to perm it 
copying now would tend to defeat the 
scheme. 
The M nseum Association’s May meeting 
was held last night. The President deliv­ 
ered a lecture on the “ W onders of the 
8ense of Touch,” and was assisted in ex­ 
perim ents and tests by Miss W adsworth, 
Judge Leonard. Mr. Raymond, Mrs. A rm ­ 
strong and Mr. F ranklin. Vice-President 
Pyburn illustrated by chemical experiments 
the usefulness of canstic potash in separat­ 
ing wool from cotton. 
The Vice-President also presented fifteen 
additional sheets for the H erbarium , on 
which were classified botanical specimens 
from the flora of Sacramento county, as 
follow s: 
Spircea salicifolia, Campanula 
m edium , Juglaus nigra, Juglaus regia, 
Citru9 Bigaradia, Erica (sp. ?), Lathyrus 
sylvestris, 
Lily or Narcissus of China, 
Cheiranthus cheira, 
Cheiranthus (sp.?), 
Datura meteloides. These were examined 
with m uch interest by the audience, as 
also the new specimens placed on view in 
the m ineral cabinet. The meeting was a 
very interesting o te, if the manifestations 
of the audience were to be taken in evi­ 
dence. 


THE 
JUDGE 
DIDN'T 
MATERIALIZE. 


So th e E ck Case H ad to He P o stp o n ed — 
M rs. E c k ’h W ra th . 
The m atter of the petition of Mrs. M ar­ 
garet Schmitzer for a modification of the 
order of the Court, made in September, 
1837, giving her child into the custody of 
John and Eliza Eck, was to have been 
beard in Superior Judge A rm strong’s Court 
yesterday m orning. The attorneys in the 
case, however, received a telegram from 
Judge Armstrong, who was in San F ran­ 
cisco, stating that he would not be able to 
get back from the bay until noon, and 
therefore would hear the case at 1:30 p. m. 
The attorneys and their clients were all on 
hand at the appointed hour, but no Judge 
showed up. They waited until 2:30, but 
still he did not put in an appearance, so 
Clerk Rhoads continued the case until 
to-day, as the law sets forth in such cases. 
Judge Armstrong had missed the train. 
There seems to be considerable bitterness 
between the Ecks and Mrs. Schmitzer. 
The child has been with her adopted pa­ 
rents so long that they have grown attached 
to her, and declare that they will not give 
her up. Mrs. Eck wept bitterly during the 
tim e she was in Court yesterday. Mrs. 
Schmitzer did not go into the Court-room, 
but rem ained in the janitor’s room to 
await the convening of Court. 
After the case had been continned and 
the litigants were departing, Mrs. Eck 
caught sight of Mrs. Schmitzer in the jani­ 
tor's room. ThrustiDg her head into the 
door she said som ething to the m other in 
German which was evidently not of a 
pleasant nature, as Mrs. Schmitzer ran out 
of the room and down the corridor toward 
her attorney in a great fright. 


POLICE 
COURT. 


B e littlin g th e C rim e o f V isiting th e C hi­ 
natow n O pium D ens. 
Jud. C. Brnsie appeared as attorney in 
the Police Court yesterday for one Ah 
Gim, charged with visiting an opium den. 
H e entered a plea of guilty for his client, 
and asked that the sentence be made light, 
as Gim was one of the principal parties in 
the recent Bagwell case, and had very 
little money. Counsel stated he did not 
believe any serious crime had been com­ 
mitted, and declared that as m any China­ 
men could be found in opium dens as 
white men in saloons. It was a common 
thing, and he asked that the fine imposed 
be nom inal. 
Judge Buckley said he concurred with 
Mr. Brusie, b u t’ as he had sentenced a 
white man to ten days on Monday for a 
sim ilar offense, he thought it m ight not be 
consistent to fine the Chinam an a lesser 
am ount. H e concluded, however, to re­ 
duce the white m an's line to $5 and im ­ 
posed a sim ilar penalty on Ah Gim. 
Ed. Stewart was sent to the County Jail 
for twenty days for being a vagrant. ’ 
Lola Mersodes forfeited her deposit for 
exhibiting. 
Sam Gee Lee pleaded guilty to the charge 
of selling lottery tickets, and'w ill be sen­ 
tenced to-day.

D0MENT1NI PARDONED. 


HIS INNOCENCE I» ESTABLISHED BE 
YOND A DOUBT. 


H is A lleg ed V ictim P e rju re d H e rse lf an d 
D eft th e S tate A fter M aking 
a C onfession. 


W hen, in A pril, 18SS, Angelo Dom entini 
was convicted in this city of m aking a 
felonious assault upon Mary W iedeman, 
and was sentenced by Jndge Van Fleet to 
twenty-seven years’ im prisonm ent in the 
penitentiary, the com m unity believed that 
justice bad been done and the dem ands of 
the law fulfilled. 
The girl, Mary W iedeman, told a seem ­ 
ingly straight story, and it was her testi­ 
m ony alone th at caused the ju ry to find a 
verdict of guilty. 
B ut m ore than one innocent m an has 
gone to jail on the false testim ony of 
others, and such proved the case w ith poor 
D om entini. 
The girl, it seems, had first gone to her 
parents and made the first false statem ent. 
The parents became indignant and caused 
D om entini’s arrest. 
Then the girl was 
called upon to reiterate her statem ent, and, 
fearing the w rath of her parents, she did 
so, adding her oath to the perjured story. 
Dom entini had friends, and faithful 
ones, who never forsook him in his hoar 
of trouble. They left no stone unturned to 
save him , and long after D om entini had 
been consigned to San Quentin they con- 
tinned their efforts in his behalf. "Fore­ 
most of these friends was A. Mazzini, a 
prom inent mem ber of the local Italian 
colony, and O. Riccomi, a San Francisco 
m erchant. Messrs. Mazzini and Riccomi 
procured the assistance of C. Shum aker, a 
well-known legal gentleman of San Fran­ 
cisco, and all were tireless in their exer­ 
tions. 
R ight eventually asserted itself, and 
Mary W iedeman confessed that she had 
sworn falsely. W hile confined in the city 
prison in August, 1889, with another girl of 
her stripe nam ed Cora Mains, she told the 
latter that Dom entini was innocent, and 
that she was very sorry th at she had been 
the m eans of sending the poor fellow to 
prison. She gave as her reason for perjur­ 
ing herself that she feared the displeasure 
of her parents. The Mains girl told Chief 
of Police Lee of the W iedeman girl's con­ 
fession, and when the Chief qaestioned 
Miss W iedeman she readily agreed to make 
a sworn statem ent to the effect that Domen­ 
tini was innocent. 
Accordingly the statem ent was drawn 
up, and sworn to, and the document was 
one of several which were subm itted to the 
Governor with the petition for Domentini's 
pardon. 
W hen this state of affairs became known, 
D om entini’s 
friends 
experienced 
little 
trouble in obtaining signatures to the peti­ 
tion. 
Every one of the twelve jurors who 
convicted him signed it, as did also Judge 
Van Fleet, Judge Aim strong. District At­ 
torney Bruner, City A ttorney H art, Police 
Judge Buckley, the Mayor and Trustees, 
Chief of Police, and a host of prom inent 
citizens of Sacramento, m aking altogether 
as strong a document as was ever presented 
tc the Executive. 
Judge Van Fleet, in addition to signing 
the petition, sent a letter to the Governor, 
in which he said : 
Angelo Domentini, whose petition for pardon 
accompanies this, was convicted before me of 
the crime ot rape, and as the evidence at the 
trial gave the offense an exaggerated character 
I sentenced him to the State Prison for a term 
of 27 years 
Since then, from the affidavits of 
ex-Chief of Police Lee and Cora Mains, which 
are herewith presented to your Excellency, 
and also from personal observation by my­ 
self 
of 
the 
character of the main w it­ 
ness 
against 
him, 
I 
have 
become 
con­ 
vinced that the evidence of 
Slary Weide- 
man. the said witness, was largely untrue, and 
that the defendant should not have been con­ 
victed. It has raised so serious a doubt in my 
mind as to the justness of the verdict and sen­ 
tence that I feel satisfied the defendant should 
be given the benefit of that doubt, and for that 
reason I join in the petition to your Excellency 
for his pardon. 
Had I known of the facts 
which have siDCe come to my attention in 
time, I should have granted the defendant a 
new trial. 
Yesterday the Governor granted a p a r­ 
don to Domentini and he is once more a 
free m an. It is hardly necessary to add 
that this action m et w ith the approval of 
the majority of the com m unity. 
Dom entini has a wife and three children 
in Italy, who will join him immediately. 
A position in a large San Francisco whole­ 
sale house has been offered him, and alto­ 
gether his prospects for the future are quite 
bright. 
Mary 
lyiedem an disappeared shortly 
after makiDg her confession, and it was as­ 
certained subsequently had left the State. 
The Governor, in issuing the pardon, 
says: “ From the affidavits and statem ents 
made in this case it appears that the prose­ 
cuting witness, Mary W iedeman, perjured 
herself while on the witness stand; tbat she 
was in reality a depraved and im moral 
character, instead of 
an innocent and 
abused girl as she would have it appear, 
and that she m et and had intercourse witli 
Domentini of her own free will and accord; 
that Domentini is innocent of anv crimi­ 
nality, and is unjustly im prisoned;'that all 
of these facts have come to light since the 
tria! and conviction.” 


A F a rm er, a Cow, an d a C onstable. 
Poundm aster Zim m erm an of Elk Grove, 
on Monday, seized a cow belonging to E. 
Pickett, which the latter had picketed out 
near a public road. Pickett says he sent 
$3 by a neighbor to pay the charges, but 
that Zim merm an refused to receive it, say­ 
ing that Pickett him self would have to 
come after the cow. 
Pickett came to the city yesterday, de­ 
claring that he will call the Constable 
down on his bluff, and m ake him show bis 
hand in Court. H e says the reason Zim­ 
m erm an would not accept the money from 
tne messenger was that he owed the latter 
more than enough to cover the sum ten­ 
dered. H e insists that his cow was not on 
a public road, and that the Ponndm aster 
exceeded his power in seizing her.

Poatmaster, was in this city yesterday, says 
the Alta, trying to hitch a Sacramento tow- 
line to the Democratic State Convention. 
He chased several members of the 8tate 
Committee into corners, and talked Sacra­ 
mento to them till they almost thonght the 
m idsum mer climate of that town frigid by 
comparison. W hen he went away on the 
afternoon train, he was reticent as to what 
he had accomplished, but asserted his con 
fidence that Sacramento would get the con­ 
vention.

JUMPED THE TRACK. 


O verland T rain No. 4 M eets W ith au 
A ccident N ear Suisun. 
W est-bound overlaDd train No. 4, which 
passed through this city early last evening, 
met with an accident on its trip to the bay. 
About five miles this side of Suisun the 
engine jum ped the track and pulled a bag­ 
gage car and two mail cars off the tiack 
with it. 
Fortunately the coaches and 
sleepers broke their 
couplings and re­ 
mained on the track, so that beyond a 
shaking up none of the passengers were in ­ 
jured. The engineer, fireman and baggage 
men also escaped unhurt. 
As soon as word of the accident reached 
this city Superintendent W right ordered 
out the wrecking train, and it was im m edi­ 
ately sent to the scene, in charge of Phii 
Douglas. 
Details of the affair, together w ith infor­ 
m ation as to the progress the wrecking 
crew was m aking, were meager last night, 
owing to the fact that there was no tele­ 
graph office near where the accident oc­ 
curred. A telegram was received from 
Suisun, however, stating that it was ex­ 
pected that the derailed cars and engine 
would be on the track again in three or 
four hours after the wrecking train arrived. 
The 6:50 train for the Bay was held at 
Elm ira, and ita engine went down to the 
wreck and hanled the coaches and sleepers 
of No. 4 back to the same station, where 
the passengers conld enjoy more comfort. 
The north-bound local and the Oregon 
express had to s’op at Snisnn until the 
road was clear. The late-east-bound over­ 
land, however, which leaves San F ran ­ 
cisco at 8 o’clock, came around by wav of 
Lethrop, and proceeded on its journey un­ 
delayed.

Senator Jones Finishes His Argument 
on the Silver Bill. 


MARIOM BIGGS OS SWEF.T OIL.

CONG HUSSION AL­ 


IN TH E SENATE. 
Washington, May 13th.—Among the petitions 
presented ana referreti was one by Quay frnm 
the business men of Philadelphia remonstrating 
against the increased duty ou dress goads made 
wholly or partly ¡rom wool. 
The Committee on Pensions reported back the 
House substitute for the Senate dependent pen­ 
sion biil and moved that it be uot concurred 
in. Agretdto 
The Senate then resumed the consideration, of 
the silver bill, Jones of Nevada continuing his 
speech began yesterday. 
Senator Jones opposed the idea of redefining 
Treasury notes in bullion on the ground that 
when they were so redeemed monetary circula­ 
tion would be contracted, and putting bullion 
on the market would uot make up to the coun­ 
try for the lo“s of money lrom circulation. He 
expressed entire confidence in the honesty of 
purpose and the conscientiousness of the mo­ 
tive of the present Secretary ot the Treasury, 
but he said as uouc of the Secretaries for twelve 
years past had coined a dollar ot silver more 
than compelled by law to do, future Secretaries 
might conscientiously deem it their duty to 
keep in circulation the least possible amount 
pro)«wed ot Treasury notes, and thus the I'nited 
States might in effect become a mere purchas­ 
ing agent fi r the Hast India Company or for 
syndicates of English merchants wanting bull­ 
ion cheap, in c rder to make their payments to 
India in gold by reason of its greater value. 
Notwithstanding all the legislation in its favor, 
it could never berome the common money 
medium of the world. Sfiver is the monev 
metal best suited to the mass of the people, and 
to the variety and character of transactions 
constituting the interchange of daily life. If 
there was any conceivable necessity for the 
demonetization of cither metal, why demon­ 
etize that which promised the greater and more 
steady yield? li was absolutely vital to the 
welfare of society that both silver and gold 
should be in full "and unlimited use as money, 
and equally Invested with power as a legal 
tender. 
In conclusion he said : “ I predict, Mr. Presi­ 
dent, thut the rc-toration of silver to its birth­ 
right will mark an epoch in the history of this 
Kepublic. it will place in circulation an 
amount of money commensurate with our in­ 
creasing population, it will give assurance to 
our languishing industries that the vo ume of 
our circulation medium is not to continue 
shrinking, and that the tendency of prices shall 
no longer be downward. It will increase 
the wages of labor aud the prices of 
the products of labor. It will reduce the 
price of 
I Kinds 
aud 
other forms of 
money securities. It will lighteu, but not in­ 
equitably, the burden of mortgages. It will in­ 
crease largely, though not unjustly, the debt- 
paying aud tax payiog power of the people. 
It will loosen the grasp of the creditor from the 
neck of the debtor. By the remouctization of 
silver money will cease to be the object of 
commerce, and will again become its beneficent 
instrument of activity and will replace stagna­ 
tion. This movement will supplant inertia 
with courage, will bauish fear with confidence, 
will dispel doubt with ho c, will supersede 
despair. The lifting up of silver to its rightful 
place by the side of gold will set in motion all 
the latent energies of the people. It will bauish 
involuntary idleness by putting every willing 
man to work. It will revive business and re- 
auimate the heart and hope of the masses. 
"Capital, no longer fearing a fall in prices, will 
turn into productive avenues. The hordes of 
money lying idle in bank vaults will come out 
to bless aud eurich alike their owuers and the 
community at large, while millions of dollars 
now invested at low interest iu gilt edged 
securities will seek a more profitable invest­ 
ment iu the busy fields of industry, where they 
will be utilized iu the payment of wages anil 
consequent dissemination of comfort and hap­ 
piness among the people. Aud this it will accom- 
f 
ilish. not for the Üuited States alone, but forciv- 
lization, tor it is uot too much to say. Mr Presi­ 
dent, that upon tbe decision of this question 
depends comequences more momentous than 
upon that of any other Question of public policy 
within the memory of this generation in a 
broader sense than any other question attract­ 
ing the general attention of mankiud. 
"It is a question of civilization. It embodies 
the hopes and aspirations of our race. The Act 
of Congress which shall happily solve it will 
constitute a decree of emancipation as veritable 
as any that ever freed the serf from thralidom. 
but. more universal iu its application, it will 
proclaim the freedom of the white race the 
world over. It will lift the bowed head of 
labor. It will hush the grumbling of toil. It 
will inaugurate a true renaissance—a renais­ 
sance of prosperity—without which industry, 
learning, science, literature, are but the apples 
of Sodom ’’ 
In answer to questions, Jones said if there was 
a free coinage oí silver, he believed in three 
days the silver not used (or coiuage would be 
worth 11.29 an ounce, and that there it would 
remain. 
Jones to-day had tbe 6ame c'ose attention 
from the Senators of both parties that he had 
yesterd-y, and at the close of his speech was 
warmly applauded. 
Jones of Arkansas next addressed the Senate 
iu criticism of the bill. He said the bill as it 
stood should never become a law, but should be 
amended by making it provide at least for un­ 
limited coinage of silver whenever the price 
reached a point at which the Government 
ceased to be purchaser. This was au absolute 
necessity, unless the purpose was to destroy sil­ 
ver as money. Those who would vote ¡or the bill 
as it stood certainly Inteudcd the demonetiza­ 
tion of silver, aud might as well avow it. While 
striking a fatal blow at tne greatest body of the 
people, they intended only to benefit the sellers 
of silver bullion by increasing its price. The 
deliberate purpose to discredit silver Treasury 
notes, by refusing to make tnem a legal leuder, 
suggested further the real purpose had in view 
by the Republican party. He was in favor ot 
the issue of certificates for coin and bullion, 
aud of conferring upon them qualities of legal 
tender as broadly and completely as it was 
conlerred upon the coins which they rep­ 
resented. 
'There 
was 
no 
reason why 
those 
certificates 
should 
be 
iu 
auy 
sense inferior to auy 
other form of 
pajier money. They were the very best form of 
paper mouey, because they were reudered 
douoly secure by the pledged faith of the Gov­ 
ernment, and by tbe deposit of tbe coin devoted 
to their redemption. 
Teller said the senator from Arkansas seemrd 
to be laboring under tbe impression that the 
pending bill was the result of a Republican 
caucus. The Beuator was very much mistaken. 
There was 110 caucus bill of auy kind before the 
Senate. 
Jones replied ¡hat he had no doubt the state­ 
ment of tbe Senator from Colorado was literally 
true. At the same time, if newspaper reports 
and the common understanding around the 
Capitol were entitled to any consideration (and 
he was satisfied they were), every Republican 
Senator, except the eeuator from Colorado, had 
agreed (either in eonlerenec or caucus) to vote 
for it. 
Senators Ingalls. Allison and others inter­ 
rupted and said that was not true. 
J nesof Arkansas-Theti 1 hot>e we will find 
a large num er of Senators on that side voting 
again-t it 
Jones of Nevada—The Allison bill uow ou 
the calendar, so tar from bciug the result 
of a Republican caucus, is the result of 
the deduct ations of the Finance Com­ 
mittee, all the members ot the committee 
of botn political parties participating in its 
preiMirat ion. No suggestion of a caucus was 
made cu either side or the chamber, so lar as I 
know until atime time after this bill was re­ 
ported, and I thoroughly concur iu what was 
said by the Senaor trcm Colorado- that there 
was uo agreement or understanding 011 this side 
of the chamborto vote for the bill. 
Jones of Arkansas—Members ol the Repub­ 
lican party have said to me in private conversa­ 
tion that this bill had been approved by every 
Senator on that side except the Senator from 
Coleirado. 
Harris, a member of the Finance Committee, 
gaid the bill was reported by a majority vote, 
and that he had no knowledge or suspicion of a 
caucus having had anything to do with it. The 
minority of that -ommiltee had, when the bill 
was under consideration, favored—aud still 
favored—the absolute free coinage of silver, but 
the question ol the minority, 01 which lie was 
one, had narrowed Itself down to the point of 
accepting the pending measure in lieu of the 
existing law, under which ouly 2,0 0,000 of silver 
dollars were coined monthly. He himself de­ 
cided to do so. 
The bill theu went over until to-morrow and 
the executive session adjourned. 
in the house. 
Washington, Hay 13th.—The House went 
into Committee of the Whole ou the tar.tl 
bill Me Millln of Tennessee moved to reduce 
tbe duty on ammonia. There was no reason, 
he said, why that article of necessity to larmtrs 
should be so heavily taxed. 
McKinley of Ohio opposed the amendment. 
Siuee the tariff encouraged competition iu this 
country, the price of aminuuia had been re­ 
duced from 3) lo 7)4 cents per pound. It there 
was any danger iu the oscillation Between the 
extr m'e free trade and tliu cxtr me which 
created inequalities among Americans them­ 
selves bo t¡ sisted, we should not create 
inequalities here.

TENSION MEASURES. 
Report Made on Fending Bills by Senate 
Committee. 
W ashington, May 13th.—Senator Davis, 
with the unanimous concurrence of the 
other members of the Senate Pensions 
Committee, to-day submitt°d a report 
recommending that the Senate do not 
agree to the amendments made by the 
House to the Senate dependent pensions 
bill. The bill, as it passed the Senate, 
was a dependent pension measure identical 
to that vetoed by Cleveland. It is the 
opinion of tbe Senate committee that it is 
the duty of the Government, before enter­ 
ing upon any other pensions legislation, to 
provide for the needs of the disabled and 
dependent soldiers in the most liberal 
manner possible. The Senate bill framed 
upon this theory of service pension is a 
matter which should not be involved with 
the disability bill. 
The estimates prepared by the Adjutant- 
General’a olhce to show the approximate 
aggregate of the cost of the service pension, 
upon tbe basis of sixty-three vears as the 
age limit, will be $1,182,095,525’. Upon the 
basis of sixty years the cost will be $1.333.­ 
109,820. Of this amount $1.079,617,024 
must be paid before the end of the year 
1915, and an average annual payment of 
$41,523.732. 
These estimates are materially greater 
than those of the House Committee, but 
the Senate Committee adopted them be­ 
cause based on valid reasons, and because 
experience had shown that pension esti­ 
mates heretofore invariable had fallen be­ 
low the actual cost. 
It is the committee’s opinion that when­ 
ever it is deemed wise to inaugurate a sys­ 
tem of service pensions, it should be done 
for the benefit of all living soldiers who 
were honorably discharged, and that the 
rate of pension should be decided accord­ 
ing to the length of service. 
Compromised at Last. 
W ashington, May 13th.—The Secretary 
of the Treasury has accepted an ofler to 
pay $300 and costs in the compromise of 
the case of the Mexican steamer Mont­ 
serrat, against which the Government had 
a claim of $12,000 on account of tonnage 
dues, etc., accruing by reason of abroga­ 
tion by Mexico of the treaty formerly ex­ 
isting between that country and the United 
States. The Montserrat was purchased in 
Austria for the purpose of trading under 
the Mexican flag between the United States 
and Mexican ports on the Pacific coast. 
The case has been pending a long time. 
Three Years Suspension. 
W ashington. May 13th.—It is expected 
that the verdict of the court-martial which 
tried Captain McCalla of the United States 
steamer .Enterprise, for cruelty to bis men 
while on an European trip, will be made 
public to-morrow. It is stated to night 
that the verdict is three years suspension 
from duty. 
W ill Enel Next Tuesday. 
W ashington, May 13th.—Owing to some 
talk favoring the continuing of the time on 
the tariff debate, Speaker Reed announced 
emphatically that the debate will end next 
Tuesday. Proposed Lighthouse. 
W ashington. May 13th.—The House 
Committee on Commerce has favorably re­ 
ported a bill for a lighthouse at the mouth 
ot the Coquille river, Washington.

SEAL FISHERIES. 
The Behring Sea Negotiations Said to be 
Nearly Completed. 
O ttaw a, May 13th.—The Behring Sea 
negotiations have reached the final stage. 
While it is not possible to formulate and 
publish the intended International Con­ 
vention for the regulation of the fur-seal 
fishery in the North Pacific ocean and the 
waters adjacent thereto during the present 
season, the American and British nego­ 
tiators have agreed upon a mode by which 
the regulations shall be framed so that a 
full and satisfactory adjustment of the 
controversy is assured. 
The Russian Government has from the 
beginning virtually agreed to join in what­ 
ever arrangement should prove satisfac­ 
tory to the American Government. If here­ 
after the subjects of any other power than 
Great Britain, Russia or the United States 
should engage in the North Pacific seal 
fisheries, such power wiil be jointly invited 
by the three powers named to adhere to tlje 
Convention. It is expected that the Gov­ 
ernment of Japan will tender its adhesion 
to the Convention as soon as it is promul­ 
gated. 
When Sir Julian Pauncefote informed 
Blaine of his readiness to enter upon the 
consideration and adjustment of the Beh­ 
ring Sea controversy, the American Secre­ 
tary assumed it to be conceded by the Brit­ 
ish Government that there was to be no 
pelagic sealing inside the passes leading to 
Behring Sea, and that all such sealing was 
admitted to be inimical to the preservation 
of fur seals. Her Majesty’s Government, 
as it appeared, had no such understanding, 
and this divergence of view at the thres­ 
hold of the negotiations led to a protracted 
examinatiou and discussion, and was the 
prime cause of the sending of Minister 
Tupper to Washington to assist Sir Julian. 
After Tupper’s return to Ottawa the Gov- 
erment of the United 8tates submitted the 
project of the convention, which the Cana­ 
dian Cabinet considered went considerably 
beyond what was necessary. Thereupon the 
British Government submitted a project 
which it deemed to be supported by all 
trustworthy information in common pos­ 
session. This was not deemed satisfactory 
by the United States, whereupon both par­ 
ties agreed that further information was de­ 
sirable. This they propose to obtain bv a 
joint investigation of the iur seal fishery 
through the agency of a mixed committee 
of experts, upon whose report, with accom­ 
panying evidence, they mean in ample 
time to frame the international regulations 
which will be in operation next season. 
Meantime there will be no seizures of 
British vessels in Behring Sea, except for 
actual violation of the territorial jurisdic­ 
tion of the United 8tates. Canadian sealers, 
however, will be advised, oat of regard to 
their permanent interests, to use their seal­ 
ing privileges in moderation, and not in 
such a manner as to give occasion to the 
American Government to represent the 
perpetuity of the fur seal as endangered by 
the presence of pelagic sealers in the Beh­ 
ring Sea. 
STANLEY IN LONDON. 
Presented with an Address in an Ele­ 
gant Gold Casket. 
London, May 13th.—The reception to 
Stanley in Guild Hall to-day was an en­ 
thusiastic affair. A dense crowd thronged 
the approaches, and the guests numbered 
two thousand. The Lord Mayor presented 
to the explorer a gold casket containing an 
address from the corporation of London. 
Stanley, in returning thanks, said the 
Congo might have belonged to England 
had Englishmen listened to his lectures be­ 
tween 1878 and 1884. Belgium was reaping 
100 per cent. England might have had 
East Africa, but her journalists see every­ 
thing through an opaque glass. Germany 
to day has the lion’s share, and cannot fail 
to win in the long run. Wissman never 
heard of such things as Quakerism, Peace 
Societies, anti-enterprise companies, and 
namby-pamby journalism, all of which are 
clogs to every hearty endeavor made by 
England. He hoped the Government would 
remember the services of his companions, 
and not chill their young souls with the 
neglect which first warped poor Gordon 
after his heroic achievements in China, 
Germ an Enterprine. 
Hamburg, May 13th.—The contract be­ 
tween the German Government and the 
East Africa Steamship Company provides 
for the payment of a subsidy of 900,000 
marks annually. The company undertakes 
to maintain for ten years a main line of 
steamers from Hamburg to Delagoa Bay. 
None of the steamers will be below 3,200 
tons, and the speed shall be 10i knots. The 
steamers will call at a port in either Bel­ 
gium or Holland and at Lisbon, Naples, 
Port Said, Zanzibar and Dares, Salam. The 
company wiil also establish a coast line 
from Zanzibar to Lames. Another coast 
line will be established from Zanzibar to 
Inhambana. 
Crinpl's Statem ent. 
Rome, May 13th.—In the Deputies to-day 
Crispi stated the policy of Dreibund was 
unchanged. 
It was the policy of peace 
and menaced no one, being solely of a de­ 
fensive chaiacter. 
In referring to the 
African estimates Crispi said he was confi­ 
dent there would soon be formed an Ital­ 
ian East African Company. He said tbe 
reports of misery among the workingmen 
were greatly exaggerated. 
Extensive Smelting W orks. 
City of Mexico (via Galveston), May 
13th.—A number ol German engineers are 
looking over tracts of land with a view to 
the location of extensive smelting works. 
Great aoxiety is felt in financial circles 
respecting the action wbicn the United 
States Congress will take on the silver ques­ 
tion. 
Rioting in Ham burg. 
Hamburg, May 13th.—Rioting was re­ 
newed this evening. Mounted police, with 
naked swords, cleared the streets. The 
strikers at Germ destroyed nine pieces of 
finished goods and warps and fittv seven 
looms. Tbe Manufacturers’ Union’offered 
a large reward for the discovery of the cul­ 
prits. 
Bom barded and Captured. 
Zanzibar, May 13th.—Wissman has 
bombarded Lindi and captured the town. 
The Emin Pasha expedition met with dif­ 
ficulties at Bozamoya on April 28th. and 
has only reached a point five days' march 
from the coast. The desertions amount to 
one-fourth of the whole force. 
Provision Train Plundered. 
Cettinge, May 13th.—A partv of Al­ 
banians attacked and plundered a pro­ 
vision train on the way from Irek to this 
town. A woman was killed and several 
other persons wounded. The Montenegrins 
were greatly excited and conflicts are pend­ 
ing. 
The New Explosive, 
Rome, May 13th.—Fourteen were killed 
and many injured fatally by an explosion 
of balistive, the new explosive, at an am­ 
munition factory near Turin. 
Critical Situation. 
Prague, May 13th. — Three thousand 
workmen at Koenigshof have gone on a 
strike. The situation is critical, and troops 
have been summoned. 
Major Panitza. 
Sofia, May 13th.—It is reported that a 
plot is on foot to attempt the rescue of XIa 
j ir Panitza, who is now in prison for con­ 
spiring against Prince Ferdinand. 
The swan is the longest-lived bird, and 
it is asserted that it has reached the age of 
100 years. Knauer, in his work entitled 
“Xaturhistoriker,” states that he has seen 
a falcon that was 162 years old. The fol­ 
lowing samples are cited as to the lon­ 
gevity of the eagle and vulture: A sea- 
eagle captured in 1725, and already several 
years of age, died 104 years afterward, in 
1819; a white-headed vulture captured in 
1706, died in 1826 in one of the aviaries of 
Schoenbrunn Castle, near Vienna, where 
it had passed 148 years in captivity.
